President  Sidney  Smith  received,  on  Sept.  23  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Laws  from  Princeton  University,  on  the  occasion  of  the  200th  anniversary  of  the 
founding  of  Nassau  Hall,  the  original  Princeton  building,  and  in  1783  the  American 
Capitol.  President  Smith  attended  committee  meetings  of  the  Association  of 
Universities  of  the  British  Commonwealth,  and  also  met  with  a committee  of 
presidents  of  American  universities  in  London,  England,  in  July.  Dr.  Smith  has  been 
re-elected  president  of  the  Association  of  Canadian  Clubs  for  another  two-year 
period.  He  has  also  been  re-elected  national  chairman  of  the  Student  Christian 
Movement,  and  president  of  the  World  University  Service. 

The  following  staff  members  were  elected  to  fellowships  of  the  Royal  Society 
of  Canada  at  the  society’s  annual  conference  in  June;  Professors  Robert  Getty, 
Etienne  Gilson,  C.  D.  Rouillard,  Erich  Baer,  G.  N.  Patterson,  George  Wright  and 
C.  S.  Hanes. 

Arts 

Professor  D.  L.  Bailey  was  awarded  a Certificate  of  Merit  for  outstanding  con- 
tributions to  botanical  science  by  the  Botanical  Science  of  America  during  the  recent 
celebration  of  its  fiftieth  anniversary  at  the  University  of  Connecticut. 

The  degree  of  LL.D.  was  conferred  on  Professor  D.  G.  Creighton  by  Queen’s 
University  last  June.  He  was  elected  president  of  the  Canadian  Historical  Association 
for  1956-7.  For  the  second  volume  of  his  biography,  John  A.  Macdonald:  The  Old 
Chieftain,  Professor  Creighton  was  given  the  Governor  General’s  Award  for  Academic 
Non-fiction;  and  the  University  of  British  Columbia’s  medal  for  popular  biography. 
He  has  been  appointed  Canadian  editor  of  the  Encyclopedia  Americana. 

Professor  J.  M.  S.  Careless  has  returned  to  Toronto  from  England  after  a year’s 
leave  of  absence  spent  in  Cambridge  in  research  for  his  biography  of  George  Brown. 

Dr.  J.  T.  Saywell  was  awarded  the  Delancey  K.  Jay  Prize  for  the  best  mono- 
graph on  the  development  of  free  institutions  and  constitutional  government  in  Great 
Britain,  the  United  States  or  any  part  of  the  English-speaking  world  at  any  period 
of  history.  This  prize  was  awarded  by  Harvard  University  for  Dr.  Say  well’s  thesis 
on  “The  Office  of  Lieutenant-Governor:  A Study  in  Canadian  Government  and 
Politics”. 

Mr.  W.  G.  Lambert  spent  the  summer  working  in  the  Oriental  Institute  of  the 
University  of  Chicago.  He  was  engaged  chiefly  on  finishing  an  edition  of  Babylonian 
Wisdom  Literature,  but  also  gave  some  help  on  the  second  volume  of  the  Chicago 
Assyrian  Dictionary. 

Professor  J,  W.  Wevers  gave  the  Presidential  Address  of  the  Canadian  branch 
of  the  Society  of  Biblical  Literature  and  Exegesis  on  the  subject,  “Qumran  and  the 
New  Testament”  at  its  annual  meeting  in  Montreal  on  June  7.  He  also  lectured  to 
the  Calvinist  Scholars  Guild  in  Grand  Rapids,  Michigan,  on  August  21  on  “Literary 
Parallels  between  the  Dead  Sea  Scrolls  and  the  New  Testament  Canon.”  Prof.  Wevers 
was  made  Book  Review  Editor  of  the  Canadian  Journal  of  Theology  at  the  June 
meeting  of  its  editorial  board. 

Medicine 

Dr.  C.  H.  Best  attended  the  opening  in  July  of  the  second  residential  home  for 
elderly  diabetics  established  by  the  British  Diabetic  Association  at  Parkgate,  near 
Chester,  England.  The  home  is  called  “The  Charles  Best  Home.”  While  in  Liverpool 
Dr.  Best  addressed  the  Medical  Faculty  of  the  University  of  Liverpool.  Dr.  Best  has 
been  elected  a member  of  the  Royal  Danish  Academy  of  Sciences  and  Letters. 
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Dr.  A.  W.  Farmer  has  been  honoured  with  the  designation  QHS— Honorary 
Surgeon  to  the  Queen,  for  a two-year  period.
